Washington, Nov. 5. 

Lack of shipping.and iron ore ‘may force the 
nation to content itself with only a 10 percent. in- 
crease in steel capacity in the next two years, a 
Bureau of Mines expert indicated yesterday: 


The expert, who would not 
permit the use of his name, 
noted that stecl now {fs flowing 
from the mills at a capacity of 
100,000,000 dons a year, 

But the steel Any has 
indicated it is ready to in- 
oreasc the money 10,000,000 
tons by the end of 1952. Some 
Government officials feel the 
industry could do better. 

The Bureau of Mines ex- 
pert said the. big obstacle is 
lack of shipping to get the 
iron ore to the mills, 

The Assistant Secrofary of 
Interior, Mr.C. Girard David- 
son, and some other Federal 
officials claim the indusitry 
does not want to expand pro- 
duction because it is afraid 
prices will drop or a depression 
will set in. 


They accuse steelmakers of 


The industry counters that, it 
has been the “whipping boy” 
of Government economists who, 
during the past 10 years, had 
not been able to decide whe- 
ther it should expand.
